DEBS AND THE 


SPECIAL 


(Communicated) 


Eugene V. Debs and his Red Spe- 


cial, will arrive in Newark on next 
Monday afternoon at 5:15 p. m. 'Mr. 
De"bs will address the crowdrtat the B. 
& O passenger depot. The Red Spe- 
cial -will leave at €• j>/ m. for Columbus 
where Mr. Debs will speak at the 
Board of Trade Auditorium on Bast 
Broad street in the e\ening. 


Eugene V Debs lias", been closely 


associated with, industrial and politi- 
cal movements (for the past two dec- 
ades. He was born at Terre H&ute, 
Ind. and will celebrate his fifty-third 
birthday by reading election returns 
next month. Debs went to work on 
the Van'dalia railway as a fireman at 
the age of 15 and attended school in 
the evening to complete his educa- 
tion 
At 25 he was elected city clerk 


of Terre Haute and three years later 
•was chosen a member of the state leg- 
islature of Indiana. In 
1877 Debs 


was elected grand secretary-treasurer 
of the Brotherhood -of Locomotive 
Firemen and editor of their magazine. 
The Brotherhood was composed of 60 
lodges. By his tireless work Mr. 
Debs built the order up to 286 lodges 
with a big balance "in * the treasury 
and resigned and today carries an 
honorary withdrawal 'card "of that or- 
ganization. His 
ambition 
was to 


amalgamate all the warring factions 
Snto one organisation and so he in 
1893 launched the" celebrated Ameri- 
can Railway Union with "Debs as pres- 
ident at a salary of $70 per month. 


In less than a year, the union -won 


the greatest railway strike in Ameri- 
can labor 'history—tying-'up the Great 
Northern Railway completely. 


May 11. 1894, the 
famous Pullman 


strike against the existing conditions 
began. Debs was opposed to calling 
out the railroad men in sympathy, but 
was outvoted in the convention and 
by the 4th of July many of the lead- 
ing railroads of the 
country 
were 


paralyzed. 


j 
Then came the injunction and Debs 


'was sentenced to Woodstock jail for 
eight months. "While in the "Wood- 
stock jail Debs reid alJ the 
leading 


works on political economy. He left 
(he prison on 'November 22. 1835, a 
convert to Socialism and when he ar- 
rived in Chicago in the evening he 
was tendered a great reception. He 
was first nominated for president on 
the Socialist ticket in1 1900 and polled 
S7.136 votes. He again ran in 1904 
and po Ited 40!>,"2fl voTes. He is again 
a candidate this ye^r and is making 
a tour from coast to coast in Ihe Red 
Special.

Loss of Taxes nnd Poor Service Cause 


Public Dissatisfaction. 


A special correspondent of the Now 


York JSvenlug Post writes from Tokyo 
in regard to the railways, which, are 
now practically all in the hands of tho 
etate. The official report for 1007 show; 
that tbe receipts exceeded Ihe operat 
Ing expenses by only 17,230,780 yen 
As the interest on the bonds Is 24,000,- 
000 yen this means a net loss for tho 
year of nearly 7,000,000 yen ($3,500,- 
000). 
To this loss must also be added 


tho los,s of taxes to the amount of 
5,500,000 yen formerly paid by the rail- 
road companies. The writer continues 


"At present the various municipali- 


ties that foruierl3r. jvere accustomed to 
depend largely for revenue on the taxes 
received from railways are suddenly 
deprived of this source of Income and 
find themselves In rather straitened 
circumstances. Not unnaturally these 
are agitating the proposal that the au- 
thorities should allow them to levy lo- 
cal taxes especially on railway stations, 
but it appears altogether unlikely that 
the government will acquiesce in the 
proposition. 


"Moreover, the authorities are charg- 


ed with a lamentable lack of official ca- 
pacity in the management of the rail- 
ways. There are too many officials and 
too much red tape. Cars are said to be 
neither so clean nor so comfortable as 
under the regime of the private compa- 
nies. There are constant complaints 
that the trains do not run on time and 
that no one assumes any responsibility 
therefor. Accidents, too, are alarming- 
ly on the Increase. Ticket agents re- 
fuse to furnish change, the applicant 
being referred to a money changer out- 
side, an official who charges a snug 
percentage for breaking a note. 


"More serious still, large quantities of 


freight are piling up all along the lines, 
and merchants as well as shippers gen- 
erally are put to needless loss and In- 
convenience. The government is ac- 
cused of mixing up the railway ac- 
counts with the national budget in such 
a manner that the public cannot follow 
the financial progress of the enterprise. 
During the last session of the diet an 
extensively signed petition was pre- 
sented to that body from the leading 
men of the nation praying that the 
railway accounts be kept separate from 
the national budget, after the manner 
of a private corporation. The govern- 
ment, however, has shown no disposi- 
tion to put Itself in the light of a pri- 
vate railway company responsible for 
profit and loss to interested stockhold- 
ers." 


The Shadow of Socialism. 


The tendency of municipal owner- 


ship to extend beyond the field of pub- 
lic utilities into the realm of ordinary 
Business is illustrated by protests from 
widely separated localities. 


In Seattle a dealer in electrical sup- 


plies has filed a petition asking that the 
city be restrained from competing with 
him, alleging that the sale or lease by 
the city of fixtures and other materials 
is not permitted by its charter, 
fie 


iolds that the competition is unfair 
jecause the city makes no profit on its 
xansactions. 
In Leeds, England, the Master Build- 
irs' association has made a report ad- 
vocating the abolition of the city works 
department, In which it submits that 
'the true Interests of the workmen are 
not advanced and that municipal trad- 
ng of this character is most unfair to 
private traders, that its continuance is 
against public policy, and last, _but not 
east, that It is indefensible on financial 
grounds." 


Municipal ownership in England has 


already driven hundreds of private 
firms out of business, and the people 
are awakening to the fact that further 
extension-of municipal trading means 
socialism pure and simple.
